Street one and a half blocks south, for improved 
drainage. Estimated cost — $25,000. 
Continued construction of a 16-inch water 
transmission line from the water intake struc­ 
ture at the North Fork Dam to the future water 
treatment plant site. Estimated cost — $29,200. 


Allocation of $48,400 for administration, 
engineering and contingency expenses related 
to the overall program. 


R E P R E S E N T A T IV E S of the Georgetown 
Youth Basketball League, established this year, 
also suggested the possibility of constructing a 
paved basketball court behind the San Gabriel 
( omnium tv Building as a step toward expanding 
the city recreation program.

“ The report is that Fm H A ’s Temple office has 
processed the application and sent it on to 
Washington.” said Sloan, adding, “ If so. that 
means the bulk of the application process is 
completed and now we just need to hear from 
Washington 
I'm optimistic that we will hear 
from the agency by June 30, so we can accept the 
construction bid w e’ve been offered." 


Sloan explained that a Brownwood contractor 
has made a firm bid on the cost of the proposed 
new 60-bed hospital, good through June 30 
Ii approval of the loan is forthcoming before 
then, the Hospital Authority can probably begin 
construction without delay.

Off-campus graduate schools

Boston 
Mary Ellen Lewandowski is working on 
her master's degree in computer science, 
but she is not going to college - the school 
is coming to her 
Like other Digital Corporation employees 
attending new University of Massachusetts 
classes at company offices in Maynard, 
Mass , she will not have to set foot on a col­ 
lege campus to earn her advanced degree 
Mrs. Lewandowski is one of thousands 
across the nation benefiting from a new 
trend in special programs that eliminate 
residence requirements for advanced de­ 
grees and move graduate school off-campus 
to student-workers, housewives, and others 
The Council of Graduate Schools (CGS) 
says it has reports of 127 external graduate 
degree programs at either the master’s or 
doctorate levels 


Five or six years ago. there were “few, if 
any 
graduate degree programs not tied to 
residency, says Dr John VV Ryan, assistant 
to the president of CGS, whose affiliated in­ 
stitutions grant 99 percent of all research 
doctorates in the U.S. and 85 percent of all 
master’s degrees 


Nontraditional students 
This burst of new programs “implies a 
sudden change" to accommodate nontra­ 
ditional students, such as housewives and 
job-holders, who wouldn’t otherwise be able 
to pursue a graduate program, he says 


The off-campus graduate degree courses 
are offered by 52 schools in 25 states Busi­ 
ness and public administration are the most 
popular, Dr 
Ryan says. Education ranks 
second. 


With PhDs trained as research scholars 
finding it more and more difficult to locate 
college teaching positions, a recent Na­ 
tional Board on Graduate Education report 
calls for new graduate school emphasis on 
advanced tramng for older men and women 
who already have jobs 
"An important mission does exist in 
serving a local clientele with part-time, ap­ 
plied master’s and professional doctoral 
programs.” the report says. 
Joseph Marcus, associate dean of engi­ 
neering at the University of Massachusetts, 
says this is exactly what off-campus gradu­ 
ate degree programs are doing 


Keeping up-to-date 
"Technology is changing so rapidly, it is 
imperative that those on the job be kept up- 
to-date,” he says. This has been true for 
some time, but the sudden expansion of 
higher education in the 1960s prevented col­ 
leges from developing such programs until 
recently, he explained. 


The graduate degree program attended 
by Mrs. Lewandowski began last fall at 
Digital - at the same time a University of 
iMassachusetts master’s program in manu­ 
facturing engineering was launched at Ray­ 
theon Corporation outside Boston. A similar 
program already existed at General Eectric 
in Pittsfield, Mass. The companies partially 


subsidize the education of employees earn­ 
ing high grades. 
Gustav Gaschmg takes classes two nights 
a week and Saturday while working full 
time at Raytheon 
It will take him two 
years to complete eight courses and an in­ 
dependent. job-onented project. 
External graduate programs are con­ 
troversial - particularly new, so-called 
"schools without walls " PhD candidates at 
the Union Graduate School based in Yellow 
Springs. Ohio. for instance, are encouraged 
to apprentice themselves to "distinguished 
leaders in the field.” who in effect become 
adjunct professors compensated by the 
school Most of the school’s PhDs to date 
have been granted in field of psychology. 
Union Graduate School was established in 
1969 by the Union for Experimenting Col­ 
leges and Universities, which includes the 
University of Massachusetts, the University 
of Minnesota, and Antioch College. 
Proponents of such programs say they 
are tailored to meet the requirements of 
older students who have some teaching or 
professional experience and perhaps a fam­ 
ily. 
Critics contend they could become "di­ 
ploma mills,” at institutions of questionable 
repute. Psychology' examing boards in New 
York and California have decided not to 
honor external degree doctorates.

Who will reply?

By radio, television, and especially by such 
high-powered devices as air defense radar, 
mankind is sending a constant stream of sig­ 
nals to the stars One of these days we may 
get a reply 
Science fiction nonsense'’ "Not at all," says 
Dr William G 
Donaldson, a communications 
expert who, like many scientists and tech­ 
nologists, no longer questions whether there is 
advanced civilization among the 10(1 billion 
stars in our galaxy but spends time and effort 
pondering, "What will they say 
and how will 
we talk to them?” 
Dr Donaldson, who is director of support 
services for Federal Electric Corporation and 
who helped design the Distant Early Warning 
Radar System (DEW line) that circles the Arc­ 
tic, says that for more than six hours a day. 
“we’re sending broadcasts into the galaxy ” As

Dr. Donaldson was one of several experts 
who met recently with deputy director Miles 
Ross of the Kennedy Space Center in a series 
of discussions on "the next big step" to be 
taken in space. Held in conjunction with the 
three-day, 13th Space Congress meeting in 
Cocoa Beach. Florida, specialists talked about 
prospects of constructing a permanent space 
station by 1985 that would lead to manufac­ 
turing in space and mining the moon 
Dr Gerard O’Neill, a Princeton University 
physics professor, predicts space colonies with 
as many as ll).OOO persons could be operating 
in two decades The major obstacle to such 
progress in space, the experts note, would be 
lack of public commitment and a decision to 
"go ahead " 
\s for his proposal to build a communication 
facility, Dr Donaldson says just one firm con­ 
tact with another planet would be enough to 
prompt a resurgence of public interest m 
space 
Why should a world wrestling with hunger, 
lack of energy, and other earthly problems 
spend such sums on space projects? "The long­ 
term survival of our planet may be based on 
our contacting these people," argues Dr Don­

He explains that, “in generations to 
come,” when our earth needs help

vanced civilizations, if they are benevolent.

H L S reasoning behind the 
ban may be fear — fear the 
sport will overtake football in 
popularity Edwards says such 
claims are ill-founded 


"E V E N IF TH E Y let basket­ 
ball go completely, with ab­ 
solutely no controls, there 
wouldn't be any danger of it 
hurting football 
We think the 
two shouldn't even be in com­ 
petition with each other. Sports 
interest in Texas has grown so 
much th at a ll sports can 
prosper and 
not hurt each 
other." Edwards said 
Texas is the only state with a 
prohibition 
against participa­ 
tion in basketball camps, and 
the Pirates’ coach says it not 
only hurts high school basket­ 
ball programs, it hurts coaches 
as well 


"THIS IS depriving me of m ak­ 
ing a living," he said. 
A coach 
has an active 
career of about 20 years at 
most, so he has to make as 
much money as possible as 
quick as possible, but with this 


rule, there are fewer people 
p articip atin g , 
and 
coaches 
make less money. 
He noted that last summer, at 
a camp in Missouri, he held 
three sessions, each drawing 
about 125 participants, while 
this year his two sessions have 
drawn less than 40 students 


each 
Of the students in last 
summer’s camp, 
"about 90" 
per session were in high school 
and were eligible for varsity 
play in the fall

A group of (Georgetown citizens, including the Mayor and 
(Georgetown Railroad Company directors, were invited this week 
to inspect sections of the recently completed stretch of the MKT 
railroad line from Georgetown to Granger. 
It cost MKT $500 thousand to refurbish the 17 mile stretch and 
was done mainly to accommodate the increasing volume of 
business generated by the Georgetown railroad. Katy officials 
said 


Virtually all of the work in renewing the track, once done 
almost entirely by hand, is accomplished rapidly with machinery. 
A hefty machine called a sled first lifts the entire track, removes 
the old ties and leaves a smooth sub grade beneath the track. 
Then the tie-handier comes lumbering along and selectively 
places new ties under the rails at a one-mile-per-day pace. Next 
comes the ballast machine, which puts Georgetown rock on top 
and around the ties, spreads and sweeps, lines and regulates until 
the track is ready for the on-coming train. 
This work is also being done on the MKT line from Elgin to 
Houston at a cost of $19 million and an Amtrak grant recently 
paid for the renewal of the MKT line from Temple to Taylor
